Inspection. 


The  usual  systematic  inspection  of  both  Foreign  and  Coastwise 
Vessels  has  been  carried  out  with  regard  to  Sickness,  Water  Supply, 
Ventilation,  Sanitary  conditions  of  the  Crews’  quarters,  and  the 
presence  of  Rats.  No  cases  of  serious  illness  were  detected,  and  no 
cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  were  notified  during  the  year. 


A few  minor  defects  were  found  on  inspection  in  certain  of 
the  Coastwise  Vessels,  to  which  the  attention  of  the  Master  was 
drawn  with  subsequent  improvement.

Hospital  Accommodation. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  by  which  cases  of  plague,  cholera  and 
yellow  fever,  occuring  at  the  Port,  will  be  transferred  by  Ambulance  and  treated  at 
the  Port  of  Liverpool  Hospital  Cases  of  Smallpox  anc  other  Infectious  Diseases  will 
be  removed  by  Ambulance  and  treated  at  the  Clatterbridge  Isolation  Hospital. 


Arrangements  for  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  Venereal  Disease  among 
sailors  have  been  made  with  the  Royal  Infirmary,  Chester. 


No  case  of  Infectious  Disease  occured  on  vessels  during  the  voyage  or  was  landed 
from  vessels  at  the  port.
